1. On 9 July the Chairman, COMOR, informed its 
members of the CIA comment on the vote slip on the above subject 
(see reference) recommending a shot early in August and a COMOR 
look at the results as an aid to the original September scheduling. On 
26 July the COMOR again discussed the ARGON schedule, with recog- 
nition of the fact that the ARGON could not go early in August. This 
late scheduling would not, therefore, permit COMOR to evaluate the 
August shot and then schedule for September. 

2. Consequently COMOR agreed that the September firing 
should be scheduled and that the Army report on the August shot would 
guide COMOR in its consideration of a final firing (late September or 
early October) in 1962. 

3. In view of the fact that the change in the CIA position 
was not reflected in the referenced publication because of the time 
sequence, it is now proposed that the USIB record be set straight 
through the issuance of this memorandum to the Board as an addendum 
to the reference. 


4. It is recommended that you endorse this memorandum 

and forward it to the Project Director for ARGON, Dr* Scoville, as 
a formal means of recommending the .scheduling of ARGON sl^ots as 
set forth in paragraph 2 above.

1. This memorandum requests your approval of paragraph 4. 

2. By vote slip the United States Intelligence Board has 
concurred (with exception noted in paragraph 3 below) in the recommen- 
dation of the COMOR that an ARGON satellite mission be scheduled for 
July, August, and September as noted in paragraph 4 of the attached 
paper (USIB-D-41, 5/5). (The FBI abstained, AEC has no comment, 

State has no objection.) 

3. Because of changes required to correct certain short- 
comings in the first ARGON shot, it is not possible to have a mission 
ready for July. CIA concurs in the one for August but proposes that 
reconsideration be given after the ARGON shot on the question of 
scheduling for September. 

4. Recommendation: That in the light of the foregoing 

the D/NRO be requested, by means of this memorandum to Dr.Scoville 
of the NRO, to schedule an ARGON mission in August and that the 
COMOR at the appropriate time submit the views of the Intelligence 
Community with regard to the scheduling of an ARGON in September.
